Ojiening: of Talieinvan Has Not Been 
Made the Subject of Menace 
by Kussia. 



Wasliinfrton May Be Invited to 
Sneak for Free Ports— Move- 
ments of the Fleet. 



London, Feb. 3. — On incontrovertible 
authority the Associated Pi ess learns 
that Great Britain has not backed down 
on the question of making Talienwan a 
free port. Lord Salisbury, Mr. Cuizon, 
parliamentary secretary for the foreign 
office, the Russian ambassador and the 
Chinese minister each remarked yester- 
day in conversation that they had not 
heard of any backdown. The opening of 
Talienwan, it is pointed out, was never 
made a condition, in any sine qua 
non sense, in connection with the 
loan to China. In the prelim- 
inary negotiations on that But'ject 
the opening of Talienwan was " sketch- 
ed in neutral tints," Great Britain only 
suggesting it as one condition favoring 
a speedy completion of the loan. She 
never demanded it, and therefore in no 
sense can be said to have backed down, 
if the desire was not persisted in. Tha 
question of tho opening of Talienwan is, 
however, with otiier suggested conditions 
of tho loan, still negotiating. 

Some of the afternoon newspapers re- 
fer to tho absence of the Russian and 
German ambassadors from the Marquis 
of Salisbury's regular Wednesday recep- 
tion to the diplomatic corps as being a 
disquieting portent. 

1 ne heat of the Russian press on the 
subject' is in no eense shown by the Rus- 
sian government in itS'communicationB 
which have reached the foreign office. 
Though Russia has protested and means 
to continue to protest in the stoutest 
manner against Talienwan being opened 
by British inlluence, she will not carry 
her protest to the point of makimr it "a 
casus belli. Further, it is by no means 
Russia's intention to close China to 
other nations in any concessions made 
to Russia by China. The irritation in 
Great Britain over the so-called backing 
down of the Marquis of Salisbury ie 
therefore not yet justified. Great JJri- 
tain is acting strenuously in fnvor of 
free portB in China and hopes sincerely 
to have the moral support of the United 
Statea in this policy. If events push 
Great Britain from this position with 
the prospe.'c of defeat therein she will 
ask for the support of Washington, 
which Bhe has not yet done. 

According lo a special despatch from 
Shancbai, published to-day, two British 
warships entered Port Arthur yesterday 
and left without anchoring. 

Shanghai, Feb.;!. — The China Gazette 
says that the Britisli Indian, Australian 
and Pacific squadrons have been ordered 
to be ready to reinforce the lleet in the 
Far East, thus giving the Britisli ad- 
miral a lleet capable of coping with any 
combination opposing the British policy. 
" In the meantime," adds the Gazette, 
" British claims to the Vang Tse Kianir 
will be supported by a strong squadron 
stationed at Chusan, whither two other 
waiehips are en route. In the event ot 
liutsia hoisting her flag over 1'ort Ar- 
thur, the British admiral has been 
ordered to hoist the British flag over 
Chusan. and the Jauanese fleet will 
ascend the Vang Tse Liang as soon as 
the river rises. About 7,500 Russian 
artillery and cavalry, and quantities of 
stores and munitions, have arrived at 
Kirin, capital of Manchurian province of 
Kirin." 



VICTORIA WEATHER. 

London Considers It a Luxury, "the Most 
Remarkable Within the Memory 
of Man." 

London, Fob. ,'!.— While New York 
and New England were suffering from 
the effects of the blizzard, men were cut- 
ting grass in the parks of London. The 
season thus far has been the most re- 
markable within the memory of man. 
Pussy willows are out, shrubberv is in 
leaf and the smaller trees are green with 
foliage. ---There has been no winter 
weather until to-night, when it began 
to grow cold. 

Lower Railway Rates. 

Toronto, Feb. !!. (Special) — Tne 

war between the Grand Trunk and the 
Canadian "Pacific goes merrily on. The 
former to-day reduced rates to Vancou- 
ver from Quobeo and Ontario points 
$7. no on flrat and $5 on eecond-ckits 
tickets, the rate now being the same as 
those of tho other line. The rate be- 
tween Toronto and Montreal nlso was 
reduced.

CONCESSION TO JAPAN. 

United States to Give Standing to Japanese 
on Annexation of Hawaii. 

Washington, Feb. ;!.— Japan has been 
removed as an element in the opposition 
to the consummation of the annexation 
of the Hawaiian IslandB. This result 
has been attained by the conclusion of 
negotiations Ijetween the United States 
and Japan as- represented by Minister 
Torn Hoahi, which by practically settling 
tho status of tho Japanese in Hawaii, 
removea the only substantial difference 
that has existed between the two gov- 
ernments. The exact basis of this agree- 
ment baa not yet been made public, but 
the goneral scope of it iB understood to 
be a recognition of Japanese in Hawaii 
aB entitled to equal ritthta with Japanese 
in tho United States after the taking 
effect of the treaty with Japan, pro- 
claimed in 1S95. 



SHERIFF'S DEPUTIES ON TRIAL. 

Killing of Striking Philadelphia Coal Miners 
Now Before the Courts. 

WiLKKSitARRE, Pa., Feb. 3. — Taking of 
testimony in the trial of Sheriff Martin 
and his deputies began this morning in 
the Luzerne county court. Attorney 
McGahren, for the commonwealth, said 
the caee was without parallel. " You 
will have," he said, " to decideupon the 
rightB of the men who were killed to 
march peacably upon the . public high- 
way, and upon the duties of theeheriff." 
Mr. McGahren told how the strikers had 
Btarted to march from Haztilton to Lat- 
timer, and about the deputies boarding 
the cars and going to intercept the men. 

" We will prove," he said, " that at 
this point some of the deputies made 
threats; that one of them said, ' I'll bet 
I'll drop six of the strikers.' Another 
said, ' 1 hope we get a chance to take a 
pop at some of them.' " Mr. McGahren 
then went on to tell how the sheriff lined 
hie men up alongside the road, " where 
they could do the most execution." 
" The sheriff," he continued, " stopped 
the strikers and without any words of 
explanation, drew his revolver 
and placed it at the breast 
of the tlug-bearer, who threw up bis 
hands and jumped back. The sheriff 
snapped his revolver and it finally ex- 
ploded and the flag-bearer dropped. 
Then the Ehooting commenced and con- 
tinued for four of five minutes, some ol 
the deputies emptying their guns. Some 
of the men were killed at a distance of 
five hundred feet from the road and 
nearly all were shot in tho back. 

" We will piove to you that IS men 
were killed and 3S wounded. When we 
have proved these facta to you we shall 
say, and wo expect his honor to say, that 
these men had a right to organize, a 
right to march, and a right to use the 
public highways. We will then expect 
you to do your duty and to vindicate 
these men, and find the defendant's 
guilty." The first witness was then 
called.

Ottawa, Feb. 3. — In piercing but bright 
weather the third session of the present 
parliament[opened this afternoon. The 
attendance in the Senate chamber wub 
the largest ever witnessed, crowds o! 
ladies dressed decollette having to stand 
for lack of accommodations. Previous to 
Lord Aberdeen's arrival young Mr. 
Dandurand was introduced bb a new 
senator. Among the dignitaries present 
were Lieut. -GovernorB Mowat and Jette. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier wore hia P. C. uni- 
form with tho decoration of St. Michael 
and St. George and the Legion de Hon- 
neur, but not hiB Cobden Club medal. 

When the speech from the throne bad 
bsen read and the Senate had resumed, 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, leader of the op- 
position, asked for the Yukon railway 
charter. Hon. David Mills, who has 
succeeded Sir Oliver Mowat as leatier of 
tho Senate, said he would have it down 
on Monday. In the CommonB the pro- 
ceedings were of the usual routine char- 
acter. Five new members were intro- 
duced, Gauvreau, Temisconata ; La- 
vergne, Drummond; Ross, Rimoiuki ; 
Malouin, Quebec; and Bertram, Toron- 
to. The debate on the address will com- 
mence to-morrow; in the Senate on 
Monday. 

Unquestionably of the subjects men- 
tioned in the speech from the throne 
that referring to the Yukon railway is 
the matter that attracts most attention. 
Public opinion is deeply stirred over the 
concessions granted by the government 
to Mackenzie & Mann. Mackenzie ia 
here and along with him ia his legal ad- 
viser, Mr. LaBh, Q.C. Members from 
Manitoba and the Territories are prac- 
tically a unit in their opposition to the 
monopoly clause and will strenuously 
insist upon its being modified. 

The Montreal L-iazette, the leading 
Conservative newspaper of Quebec, 
comes out otrong againBt the government 
b.trgain for the Yukon railway. The 
Gazette Bays : "On bo important a ques- 
tion as that of railway communication 
with the Yukon it is of course possible 
that the government should not act in 
contravention to the principles they laid 
down before taking office. A contract 
has been awarded by private agreement, 
without the formality of calling for 
tenders, which the Liberals in opposi- 
tion insisted was necessary in matter of 
much less moment. It baa been con- 
cluded by the government just on the 
eve of the meeting of Parliament, and 
shows how completely the Liberals have 
adopted the policy of government by 
order-iu-council, which they were once 
ao loud to condemn." The Gazette then 
proceeds to condemn utterly the govern- 
mtnt's bargain. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, to head off tiie- 
Senate, gives notice of motion to inves- 
tigate tho Drummond County railway 
subsidy affairs. 

Mr. Davin will ask if the government 
intends to develop a route to Klondike 
via Edmonton. 

Mr. Reid gives notice of a bill to estab- 
lish a railway commission with power to 
regulate freights. 

Mr. Foster will ask for papers regard- 
ing the fast line, aleo respecting gold 
dredging rights given to parlies in the 
Northwest.

Seattle has einco'the Klondike excite- 
ment lost no opportunity of trying to 
kill Victoria's outfitting trade, and the 
schemes deviaed to attain this end have 
been too numerous to mention. Realiz- 
ing now that tho tide of business is com- 
ing thiu way tiie Sound City has taken a 
bolder step than usual and actually pro- 
poses to tax bureaus .of iufoimation es- 
tablished there by British Columbia 
cities the very moderate sum of $1,000 a 
month, " the first three months pay a Die 
in advance, and without whicli it will be 
unlawful for foreign bureaus to do busi- 
ness in Seattle," in the words of the 
Bost-Intelligencer. 

So worked up were tho citizens of 
Seattle over the fact that prospective 
minors are showing a decided preference 
for Victoria as an outfitting point, that 
they called a special meeting of the coun- 
cil to discuss the matter Wednesday. 
The chamber of commerce also met to 
discuss the BeriouB condition of affairs, 
when Mr. Joseph McNaught, who, by 
the way, is not a member, said that the 
representatives of the boards of trude of 
two alien cities were injuring Seattle's 
trade very much by showing the intended 
minera that $75 to $100 can be saved on 
an outtit purchased in British Columbia. 
He did not think it necessary to say that 
the statement was being confirmed daily 
by minerB who purchased their supplies 
in Victoria after first making inquiries 
in Seattle. 

Mr. John W. Pratt went a step further 
than Mr. McNaught. He had been asked 
to prepare tho draft of the ordinance, 
ana the question of the amount of the 
licenso fee was, he thought, the ouly 
important matter in connection -with 
the framing. He was of opinion that 
the modest sum of $1,000 per month 
should be charged the bureaus of in- 
formation. 

Several other speakers spoke strongly 
in favor of keeping prospective miners 
who visited the city in darkness as to 
V.ictoria'6 advantages, by closing out the 
bureaus. 

The following is the broad-minded 
view of the matter taken by President 
K. O. Graves, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce : 

" I have not given the matter suffici- 
ent thought to express a well-considered 
opinion. It can not be well denied, 
however, that the policy adopted by our 
Britiah cousins is novel, to say the least. 
1 do not remember anything in my busi- 
ness experience quite like it. It cannot 
be disputed that the Canadian cities 
have a perfect right to enter the field in 
competition with American outfitting 
cities. For Instance, It is perfectly legi-

SPEECH FROM *THE THRONE. 

Some Interesting Measures Promised in the 
Formal Greeting to Parliament. 

Ottawa, Feb. 3. — Tho speech with 
which the Governor-General to-day 
opened tho third session of the eighth 
parliament of Canada was as follows : 
"Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate; Gentle 
men of the House of Comment*: — 

" I have observed with great pleasure 
the remarkable advance in the political 
importance and material prosperity of 
Canada during the year which has just 
closed. The loan recently effected has 
shown that the credit of Canada has 
never stood so high in European mar 
kets and affords reasonable ground for 
expecting that the burden of the people 
will, in tho near future, bo materially 
reduced by tiie substitution of a much 
lower rate of interest on our indebted- 
ness than that which now exists. 

"I congratulate you upon the exceed- 
ingly cordial reception accorded to the 
representatives of Canada at the Jubilee 
ceremonies, and also upon the warm ap 
preciation everywhere throughout the 
country in reference to the conduct of 
Canada in materially reducing the rate 
of duty upon goods imported from the 
United Kingdom into the Dominion. 

"The action of tho Imperial govern 
ment in denouncing the treaties with 
Germany and Belgium alBO affords more 
satisfactory evidence of their desire to 
facilitate your efforts to promote the 
closest possible commercial relations be- 
tween Canada and the remainder of the 
Empire, and will, I trust, contribute ma- 
terially to the development of imperial 
trade. 

"The extraordinary gold discoveries 
recently made upon the Yukon and its 
tributaries appear likely to result in an 
enorpioua influx of people into that 
region, and have compelled the govern- 
ment to take prompt action for tne pre 
servalioii of law and ordtr in that dis- 
tant and almost inaccessible locality. 
Measures will be laid before you for that 
purpose. 

" A contract has been entered into, 
subject to your approval, for the com 
pletion at tho earliest possible moment 
of a system of rail and river communi- 
cation through Canadian territory witli 
tho Klondike and principal gold fields, 
wheh, it is expected, will secure to Can 
ada tho largest portion of the lucrative 
traffic of that country. 

"The bountiful harvest with which 
we have been favored by a benevolent 
Providence has contributed greatly to 
tho increase of prosperity, and I am glad 
to note that the trade and commerce of 
tho Dominion, and more especially tho 
amount and values of her principal ex- 
ports, have increased greatly during the 
past eighteen monthB, and there is good 
reason to believe that this improvement 
may be maintained if not augmented 
during the remainder of the present 
year. 

" I observe with pleasure that certain 
government contracts recently let con- 
tain provisions calculated to suppress the 
evils of the sweating system. 
"Gentlemen of the ITonse of Commons: 

" The accounts fur thti punt year will 
be laid before you. The estimates for 
the succeeding year will likewise be 
placed upon the table at an early date. 
"//oh. Gentlemen of //„• Senate; <:■ title- 
men of the House of Commons: 

" Measures will be submitted to yon 
respecting superannuation, for the repeal 
of the present franchise act, and for a 
pleheecite on the question of prohibi- 
tion. These and other measures I com- 
mend to your earnest consideration, in- 
voking the divine blessings upon the 
important Labors on which you are again 
entering."

Fighting With the Moroccans Was Not Seri- 
ous—The Attack Without Provo- 
cation. 

London, Feb. :!. — Major Spillsbury, 
the leader of the expedition sent out by 
the Globe Venture Syndicatoof London, 
has aent a despatch from the Azores, 
whither he went on tho company's 
steamer Tourmaline, giving an account 
of the trouble in which the expedition 
became involved in Morocco, a report of 
which was cabled on Monday laBt. 

It appears from the despatch that the 
fighting between the expedition and the 
Moroccan troopB was not serious. The 
five Englishmen who were captured had 
remained ashore with tho intention of 
shooting game. The remainder of the 
expedition re-boarded the Tourmaline 
and a sudden storm prevented them from 
communicating with tho shore. Mean- 
while the Moroccan troops seized the 
men ashore. The whereabouts of tho 
prisoners is unknown. Major Spillsbury 
declares that the expedition did not land 
any arniB, and that the attack by the 
Moroccans was entirely unprovoked.

AN INSPECTION ALLOWED. 

Mr. Justice Walkem Allows the Application 
of the E. & N. Company. 

In tho matter between the E. & N. 
Railway Co. and the New Vancouver 
Coal Co. Mr. Justice Walkem's decision 
given yesterday waB aB follows : 

The plaintifl' company claims to be the 
owner under Dominion and local legisla- 
tion known as the " Settlements' Acta," 
and under a crown patent iBEiied con- 
formably to these acta of all tho coal be- 
neath Nanaimo harbor. There is no 
dispute between the plaintifl' company 
and the defendant company aa to the 
place under the harbor from which the 
latter company ib now taking out coal, 
but the plaintiffs ask for an order 
for inspection, having commenced lega 
process against the defendant company 
for the purpose of asserting its title to 
the coal lands in question. I think in 
view of the case of Bennett vs. White- 
house, 29 L.J. Oh. 320, tho plaintifl* com- 
pany is entitled to tiie order asked for. 
The mere admission of the defendant 
company that tho work is now going on 
iB not in my opinion suflicient reason 
for refusiug the order because tho plain- 
tiff company is entitled to know tho ex- 
tent of tho work which haa been done, 
and the manner in which it is 
being done, for coal ' companies 
may have, economically speaking, dif- 
ferent views with regard to the 
method of working their mines. 
The order can do the defendant 
companv no harm beyond what can be 
compensated for by the plaintiff's coun- 
sel's undertaking to pay any damages 
that may be Buffered by reason of the or- 
der being made. The order might fol- 
low the terms of the order in the case 
cited, but the number of surveyors and 
other personB to make the inspection 
ought to be limited, and thia can be 
done on settling the minutes of the or- 
der. Mr. Pooley haB asked for the priv- 
ilege of using eight (8) persons for mak- 
ing the inspection. There ought 
to be also a provision either aa a 
tprm of the order or an un- 
dertaking of counsel that none 
of the information acquired by 
the inspection will he used except for the 
purposes of this action. Of course the 
plaintiff company must pay their own 
inspection expenses ana the expenses of 
any men from tho defendant company's 
works who are either made U6e of in 
course of the inspection or are thrown 
out of work while the inspection is be- 
ing made.

STIKINE-TESLIN RAILWAY. 

Men and Supplies Being Rushed Forward 
For the Big Undertaking— Mr. 
Mann In Victoria. 

Mr. D. f). Mann has not lost much 
time in coming to the Coast to inaugur- 
ate the building of the Stikine-Teslin 
lake railway, which he and his partner 
Mr. Mackenzie have undertaken. He 
came over to Victoria from Vancouver 
last night and will establish offices in 
both places and push supplies up 
to Glenora just as fast as the 
material and men can lie shipped. A 
hundred and fifty men and sixty teams 
will be sent ahead at once, for oneof the 
first things will be the building of a 
sleigh road through to Teslin lake, with 
posts established at every twenty- 
five miles, provision for the accom- 
modation of travellers being made 
made at these camps. Permanent 
camps will be established on the .Stick- 
ing river for use next winter as well as 
this. Three engineering parties are to 
go to work at once, and just as soon as 
the line iB located, a thousand men will 
ba put to work at the Glenora end, and 
more will be employed as rapidly 
as possible. Indeed, -1, 000 men will be 
employed when everything iB in full 
B ving. A large number, no doubt, for 
s ich a short railway, hut time is valu- 
able and Mr. Mann is fully confident to 
finish up the contrnct before September 
1, the time agreed on with the govern- 
ment. He expects that between 
250,000 and 1100,000 tons of supplies will 
1 19 put through by means of the road this 
year. For the road itself it will be one 
of the quickest ever built, for when it is 
considered that the opening of 
navigation on the Stikine is May 
i, it will leave only L-'O days for 
the building of the railway, or, us Mr. 
Mann says his motto is: " A hundred 
and fifty mileB in a hundred and twenty 
days." Already orders tor the rolling 
stock have been given, and are now in 
course of beiuir carried out. Mr. 
Mackenzie is looking after the secu- 
ring of the rails, and the plant 
f >r the preliminary operations is 
alrradv on the way by freight. This 
will cive some idea of the promptness in 
carrying out the big undertaking. Both 
Victoria and Vancouver will benefit very 
considerably by this road, as large quan- 
t ties of supplies will be purchased 
i i both towns by the contractors. 
T.'ams are to be set at work 
freighting up the Stikine, lor part of 
the contract is to furnish transportation 
from the mouth of tho river. As soon as 
navigation opens steamers will be run 
nn the Stikine, and from Tosiin Lake to 
Dawson City, the steamers now 
being in coureo of construction East. 
All of this goes to show what 
wonderful results may be accomplished 
when resolute men with capabilities for 
managing take hold of an enterprise, and 
have behind them ample money to carry 
out their idoaa,

THE SPEECH. 

There is nothing new in the Speech 
from the Throne, delivered yesterday at 
the opening of parliament; hat this iB 
not novel, for the speech has long since 
ceased to mean anything. It is more a 
survival of an old custom than anything 
else. Yet it may be remarked that the 
promise of legislation is exceedingly 
small. 

The first paragraph speaks of the high 
credit of Canada in the money market. 
This is a subject of congratulation ; but 
it will take a great deal of genius for the 
ministry to establish that anything they 
have done has contributed to the appre- 
ciation of this credit. The most they 
can claim is that they have done noth- 
ing to injure it. Canada is advancing in 
the opinion of investors, not because of 
any particular line of policy, but be- 
cause the whole world is beginning to 
appreciate the vast wealth which the 
country contains. 

The second paragraph appears to have 
been " writ sarkastic." That the gov- 
ernment should have invited the con- 
gratulations of the house upon the warm 
reception to Canada's representatives 
resulting from the reduction of dutieB on 
imports from the United Kingdom, 
seems very strange in view of the fact 
that this exception extends almost to 
the whole civilized world. The govern- 
ment may claim that they only meant 
C-ireat Britain to profit by it, and if the 
benefit haB extended more widely, it 
was through no fault of theirs. This may 
be very truo; but if we credit them with 
patriotism it must be at the expense of 
their judgment, 

The third sentence refers to the uction 
oi the Imperial government in denounc- 
ing the German and Belgic treaties. .So 
far as this was due to the action of Sir 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his colleagues, 
we are not disposed to withold any 
credit. It is a good thing, and if it came 
about by accident perhaps the govern- 
ment can justly plead that it is the un- 
expected that always happens. 

The feurth and fifth paragraphs reftr 
to the Yukon and, in view of what has 
already appeared in these columns on 
that subject, hardly call for any observa- 
tions. There is a disposition among the 
members of both parties here on the 
Coast to regard any tiling done to de- 
velope that great region and secure its 
trade for Canada with very lenient eyes. 

The sixth paragraph refers to the 
harvest and the improved market for 
produce, both things for which we are 
all duly grateful, and for which we do 
not observe that the government claims 
any special credit. 

In the seventh paragraph reference is 
made to the steps taken to suppress the 
sweating system in work on government 
contracts. There will be no disposition 
anywhere to withhold any credit which 
the government deserves for what it has 
done in this direction ; but speaking of 
c jntracts there are a few that will stand 
a very great deal of investigation, even if 
they have not been mentioned in the 
speech. 

Only three meaEurcB are promised, one 
dealing with superannuation, another 
repealing the franchise net, and another 
providing for the prohibition plebiscite. 
It will be time enough to apeak of these 
when they come up for discussion in the 
house. 



THE GALLED JADE WINCES. 

With all tho prominence which the 
leading placo in its editorial columns 
and the use of doublo-loading can give, 
the Poat-Intolligencer calls for a prohib- 
itory license upon those persons who aro 



doing business in Seattle in order "to 
divert Alaska and Klondyke trade from 
that city to their own." It complains 
that people have been Bent to Seattle to 
Bteal the trade. It wants a prohibitive 
license put upon people who are engaged 
in that city in Becuring. buBineB8 for 
transportation companies doing business 
from other places, and believes it would 
be possible bo to frame the ordinance as 
to reach only those persons who are 
aimed at and no others. The laat state 
ment is quite true. The way to get at 
what the Post-Intelligencer wants is as 
easy as lying, and the Poat-Iatelligencer 
knows how eaBy that ia. All that is 
necessary is to pass an ordinance to hang 
without trial any man caught in Seattle 
soliciting business for any man or com- 
pany doing business in Victoria. That 
will cover the whole case. 

And " to this complexion has it come 
at last." The great city of Seattle, which 
boasts itself the Chicago of the North 
west, the Queen City of tho Coast, tho 
metropolis of the Pacific, the gateway to 
tho Golden North, and any quantity ol 
thinga like that, fears to meet Victoria 
in a fair field. Its morning newspaper 
cries aloud like a whipped cur and wants 
some one to put a fence round tho town, 
so as to save it from the rivalry of a city 
which it has affected to despise. Such 
an exhibition of pusillanimity has hardly 
ever been equalled. We hope the advice 
of tho Post-Intelligencer will betaken, 
and that the city of Seattle will put itself 
on record as tho only placo in the world 
that is afraid to meet its competitors in 
the open field. 

Let us briefly review the line of con- 
duct that has culminated in this exhibi- 
tion of commercial poltroonr/. Seattle 
with commendabie energy was first in 
the field for the Alaskan trade. Unde.- 
tbe lead of the Seattle Telegraph, the 
business men of that city individually, 
and later in their united capacity as a 
Chamber of Commerce, male a stron 
eflbrt to secure tho growing trade of the 
North, and succeeded in taking a very 
large proportion of it from Portland and 
San Francisco. Even in those dayB, 
although the Post-Intelligencer was 
handled then by a (ar more public 
spirited management than now controls 
it, that paper held back and refused to 
follow tho lead of its morning contem- 
porary. When the Klondike discoveries 
were first reported, Seattle men with 
their old-time energy rushed to the 
front to exploit the new fields, and 
naturally enough bought their outfits in 
that city. The Canadian government 
having been very slow about put- 
ting on custom house officers at 
the head waters of the Yukon, the 
Seattle outfits were allowed to go in duty 
free. This gave that city a great ad- 
vantage, because it enabled its papers to 
advertise to the world that {he Klon- 
dike rush was from Seattle, and that 
there was no duty on outfits. Naturally, 
therefore, the great majority of people 
going North made Seattle their starting 
point. Did Victoria whine about it? 
When this city was flooded with Seattle 
papers alleging that city to be the only 
place where miners could buy supplies, 
and filled with all manner of falsehoods 
about Victoria merchants and Victoria 
goods, did anyone here take up the baby 
role! Not at all; Victoria merchants 
set themselves to work and secured a 
splendid share of the North-bound busi- 
ness. Then began a campaign of false- 
hood on the part of the Post-Intelli- 
gencer that has never been equalled in 
American journalism, when dealing 
with business questions. Falsehoods of 
the moBt glaring character were re- 
printed day after day. The kindness of 
the Canadian government was grossly 
misrepresented; the men who looked to 
the Post-Intelligencer for guidance in re- 
gard to the attitudeoi that government to- 
wards them were basely deceived. Fol- 
lowing this came a EC-ries of frantic ap- 
peals to the government of the United 
States to violate every rule of inter- 
national courtesy in order that the mer- 
chants of Seattle might sell a few more 
goods. Now, as a fitting climax to the 
whole performance, comes this whine 
for a tax that will prevent tho agents of 
outside business hoiiseB and transporta 
tion lines from transacting business in 
Seattle. Was there ever anything bo 
absurdly and monstrously silly ? Was 
it ever before proposed that a city Bhould 
write itself down as completely out of 
the running for trade '.' 

Wo repeat that wo hopo the Seattle 
city council will act on the Poet-Intolli 
gencer's suggestion. Victoria wants no 
better advertisement than to have it 
published to the world, as it certainly 
would bo, that Seattle is so afraid of 
Victoria's competition that it has speci- 
ally legislated against tho representa- 
tives of her business houses. 

13y all means let tho onliu-tnco bo 
passed. Let Seattle publish that her 
business men are afraid to have tho 
truth told to those who come there to 
trade. By all means let it be known as 
widely as possible that the business men 
of Seattle fear they will lose trade unlesB 
they can hedge their city round with an 
ordinance that will enable their morn- 
ing paper to deceive everyone who 
comes there as to tho real conditions. 
Having done thiB, let Seattle send an 
agent to Victoria. There are not many 
vacant oflicoB, but wo dare say he cm 
lind one, and ho can publish the advan- 
tages of the city ho represents to every- 
one who comes to Victoria to outfit, He 
will be subjected to no special licenae. 
He will bo treated with the utmost civil- 
ity. Ho can ply his business without 



hindrance. Victoria merchants do not 
fear such competition. 

GREAT BRITAIN'S BATTLE. 

The position taken by Great Britain in 
the Orient has been received with a 
great variety of comment in the United 
States. A leading San Francisco paper 
Baid a few days ago that the impression 
prevailed in London, that the United 
States would sympathize with the Brit- 
ish government in any attempt to resist 
schemes looking to the closing of China 
to the commerce of the world, but was 
without foundation in fact, aB would be 
shown upon the firing of the first shot in 
defence of freedom of trade. The 
inference fiom tho article was that the 
United States would take prompt steps 
to show friendliness to Russia or Gfr- 
rnany or whoever the opponents of Great 
Britain might happen to be. There is 
an element in the American press which 
is phenomenally ignorant and phe- 
nomenally prejudiced. Like the Seat- 
tle morning paper, it supposes that 
the President is on the alert to do dis- 
courteous things. The Colonist has all 
through tho discussion taken the con- 
trary view and insisted that the interests 
of Great Britain and the United States 
were identical in tho Orient. At one 
time we thought, and so said, that the 
Washington administration was singu- 
larly unmindful of its duty in the pre- 
mises; but there is reason to think thiB 
a mistake, and that in point of fact there 
is an understanding between London 
and Washington. A statement wns 
made in London a day or two ago to 
that ell'ect, and although it was hardl) 
official, it bore some marks of authority, 
We find in the New York Commercial 
Advertiser, a paper supposed to be 
pretty close to the administration, an 
article from which wo quote below the 
closing paragraph. This article clearly 
shows which way the wind is blowing in 
influential circles in the United StateB: 

In this respect Great Britain is light- 
ing commercial and industrial battlei- 
iar the United States as well as herself. 
Every port she succeeds in opening to 
trado is a port opened to the United 
States. This is especially true of East- 
ern Asia, which lies nearer to the West- 
ern coast of the United States than to 
England herself, The time is not far 
distant when probably nil of the princi- 
pal industries of tho Republic will le 
either compelled or in a position, as the 
iron and steel and the cotton manufac- 
turing industries now are, to been out- 
lets for their products abroad, and Great 
Britain, by her resolute stand for frer 
and equal opportunity in the markets of 
the Orient, is paving the way for their 
easy and rapid conquest by the United 
States. 



The regulations made by the United 
States government in regard to traffic 
through Alaska are very satifactory so 
far as they go. If any person prefers to 
take an escort with him he may do so. 
We suppose that eomo of the transpoi- 
tation companies may adopt this course. 
In order to meet the provision as to 
bonding, we think it would be advisable 
for Victoria commercial houses to form a 
bonding company and send agents to 
Skagway, Dyea and Wrangel. Perhaps 
one will not be needed a t tho latter point. 
The arrangement for depositing duties 
to bo refunded is the same as that made 
for the transportation of goods through 
Canada en routo to Alaskan points. On 
the whole, ttiia is quite satisfactory. We 
do not see how the United States gov- 
ernment could be expected to have 
done anything more. The pata 
graph as to tho free admission of 
articles required for the present comfoit 
of passengers is quite liberal. There ia 
nothing at all unreasonable in the regu 
lations for ttie government of eteameis 
on the Yukon. It never was claimed by 
any one in Canada that the right to tie 
free navigation of the Yukon gave Can 
diauB any right to do a coasting trude 
along that river whero it (lows through 
Alaska. The transfer to Canadian steam 
erB at St. Michael's must be under tin 
supervision of a customs house officer, 
rat this must always be tho case where 
foreign goods are transhipped. The new 
regulations will bo a serious disappoint- 
ment to those American papers that 
thought their government waB about to 
make an exhibition of international 
boorishness. It is their promulgation 
that has led to the demand for the ex- 
clusion of Victoria ngents from Seattle. 

The Colonist this morning publishes 
in full the regulations recently approved 
by the Governor-Genoral-in-Council in 
connection with placer mining oper- 
ations in the provisional district of tho 
Yukon, together with the latest map of 
tho Klondike district proper. Both of 
these will prove of great interest and value 
to prospectors whoso eyeB are turned 
northward. They have been sought in 
vain for some time, and will undou btedly 
be preserved for reference by everyone 
with oven remote inlontions of trying 
his luck in tho gold fields. To-day's pa- 
per is an admirable advertisement ior 
Victoria. It should bo sent out by every 
enterprising citizen who has outsido 
connectiona— for it will do the town 
good. It contains what the intending 
minors want to see, and recipients of 
copies will not forgot tho senders. 

The Roasland Miner is very properly 
in great glee over the announced inten- 
tion of the War Eagle people to sink a 
shaft at once to the 2,000-ft. level. It is 
a great undertaking and speaks well for 
the confidence which tho ownors of this 
mine have in its wealth. The Miner 
aays that a year from now should eeo 
ItoBBland producing more ore than any 
other mining camp in the world. This

We muBt congratulate the Trout Lite 
Topic upon itB humor.

YeBterday was a red letter day in the 
experience of local outfitters and hotel 
men. The steamers Walla Walla and 
City of Kingston brought from across 
the border many prospective miners, 
and the hotel accommodation was in 
some instances severely tried as a result. 
There was hardly an outfitting establish- 
ment in the city that was not busy from 
early morning until late at night, and 
orders for outfits aggregating thousands 
of dollars were placed. 

Further evidence aa to Victoria's ad- 
vantages as an outfitting point was fur- 
nished yesterday by a number of Ameri- 
cans who purchased their supplies here. 

Mr. J. R. Stevens, of Lob Angeles, a 
guest at the Dominion, who will leave 
for the North on Sunday with a party of 
three, stated moat emphatically that ho 
was saving at the least $150 on hiB outfit 
by purchasing here. Before coming to 
this city he visited Tacoma and Seattle, 
but he could not, he Bays, outfit 
to advantage in either place. It would 
pay a miner, he says, to come to this city 
if only for the purpose of buying his 
woollen goods, aa both goods and prices 
are much better than in either Tacoma 
or Seattle. 

Mr. StevenB has mined for tnanyyeara 
in South America and the states. He is 
kroing to the Yukon country by way of 
Dvea. 

Mr. John M. Whithain, one of a party 
of thirteen from Everett, Wash., who is 
alBO staying at the Dominion, had noth- 
ing but good words to say of Victoria as 
an outfitting point. Each member of 
his party is packing in a year's supply, 
and they will go in by way of thB 
Stikine. 

To a Colonist representative Mr. 
Whithain said : "We can safely say- 
that we are saving at least 30 per cent, 
on our dry goods alone, exclusive ot the 
duty, by purchasing in your city. I 
visited Seattle before coming over here, 
and inquired very carefully into prices, 
and I find that while groceries are about 
the same, your merchants can give them 
a big discount in other lines. I have 
been bo favorably impressed with the 
treatment accorded us here by your 
merchants and the fair prices that I am 
writing all my friends to outfit here and 
leave Seattle alone. Our only medium 
of finding out much about the jYukou 
country has so far been through the 
Post-Intelligencer of Seattle, and from it 
we we were led to believe that it was im- 
possible to outfit advantageously In any 
other place than Seattle. That paper 
has misrepresented Victoria very much, 
and if your merchants are going to pull 
much trade out of Washington, they 
will have to advertise your town more. 
Everett, where I live, is only a email 
place of about thousand people, but the 
town is Klondike mad. 1 know of 
at least two hundred people who 
will leave there for the Northern gold 
fields in the course of the next month. 
Victoria will, I believe, get many of 
these, as we have all written home ad- 
vising our friends to outfit here." 

In Mr. Whithain's party are a number 
of expert miners. They think the coun- 
try around the IIootalini[ua is rich in 
the precious metal, and will consequently 
spend severally months there prospect- 
intr. 

Mr. Dan. L. llarley, a well known 
miner, who has spent several months in 
Texas, California aud Mexico recently * 
arrived in the city yesterday .on his way 
to the North, and is at present staying 
at the Dominion. 

" People in the South," said Mr. liar- 
ley, " are simply ':ra/.y about tho Yukon 
country, and the funny thing about it is 
that half of them don't know 
where it is. They Tmaeine that the 
gold belt is very small, and that 
if they don't get thero right oil' 
they will not make a stake. Prom Gal- 
veston and El Paso alone a couple of 
thousand people will direct their foot- 
steps northward very Bhortly. There 
will bo a general exodus of Americans 
from Mexico City also soon. A little 
judicious advertising by your merchants 
in the Southern States and Mexico would 
bring thousands of gold hunterB here, 
as it is many are talking ot going to 
'FriBCo to outfit." 

One man whom Mr. Hnrley met pro- 
cured hiB dry goods outfit in Ban An- 
tonio at exorbitant prices, and after all 
it was found to be totally unsuitable for 
the northern country. Mr, Harley pre- 
dicts a big rush of California minora to 
this city during the next two months. 

Several more members of tho Oak 
Lake Transportation Company of Mani- 
toba arrived in the city last evening and 
registered at the Oriental. Tho last_ ar- 
rivals of tho company are William 
Chambers, manager; A. Thompson, sec- 
retary, and Dr Barrett, late of St. Boni- 
face ho c p a 1 , Winnipeg. Tho company 
purchased 50,000 pounds of supplioH 
herp. They leave by the Danube on 
Sunday and will go into tho northern 
country by way of Dyea. 

A Buffalo, N. Y., dispatch received 
last night states that a party of five pros- 
pective minerB from Eastern New York 
state passed through that city en route 
to Victoria. They are coming over tho 
Canadian Pacific and will go up to Dyea 
on one of tho C. P. N. steamers, The 
party expect to reach Dawson by May 1.

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Text of the Just Adopted Mining: 
Laws for the Yukon 
District. 



Information Which Miners Would 
Do Well to Keep for 
x Reference. 



The eompleto regulations adopted by 
the government of Canada with reference 
to placer mining in the Yukon have just 
been received, and are here published 
for the information of mining men who 
long have been looking for them. In- 
corporated with the placer mining lawa 
are the regulations for the issue of leases 
to dredge for minerals in the beds of 
rivers. The regulations are approved 
by order-in-council of the 18th ultimo, 
and are aa follows in their entirety 

[NT BRI'KKTA TIO.V. 

"Free miner" shall mean a male or 
female over the age of eighteen but not 
under that age, or joint stock company, 
named in, and lawfully possessed of, a 
valid existing free miner's certificate, 
and no other. 

"'Legal post" shall mean a stake 
standing not less than four feet above 
the ground and Hatted on two sides for 
at least one foot from the top. Both 
sides so flatted shall measure at least 
four inches across the face. It shall also 
mean any stump or tree cut off and flat 
ted to the above height and Bizo. 

"Close season " shall mean the period 
of the year during which placer mining 
ia generally suspended. The period to 
be fixed by the mining recorder in whose 
district the claim is situated. 

" Mineral " shall include all minerals 
whatsoever other than coal. 

"Joint stock company" Bhall mean 
any company incorporated for mining 

fmrposea under a Canadian charter or 
icensed by the government of Canada 
"Mining recorder" shall mean the 
official appointed by the gold com mis 
sioner to record applications and grant 
entries for claims in the mining divi- 
sions into which the commissioner may 
divide the Yukon district. 

FREE MINERS AND THEIR PRIVILEGES. 

1. Every person over, but not under 
eighteen years of age, and every joint 
stock company, Bhall be entitled to all 
the rights and priviliges of a free miner, 
under these regulations and under the 
regulations governing quartz mining, 
and shall be considered a free miner 
upon taking out a free miner's certifi- 
cate. A free miner's certificate issued 
to a joint stock company shall be issued 
in its corporate name. A free miner's 
certificate shall not be transferable. 

2. A free miner's certificate may be 
granted for one year to run from the 
date thereof or from the 'expiration of 
the applicant's then existing certificate, 
upon the payment therefor of the sum 
of $10, unless the certificate is to be 
issued in favor of a joint stock company, 
in which caBe the fee shall be $50 for a 
company having a nominal capital of 
$100,000 or leas, and for a company hav- 
ing a nominal capital exceeding $100,000, 
the fee shall be $100. Only one person 
or joint stock company shall be named 
in a certificate. 

3. ' A free miner's certificate shall be 
on the following form :

This certificate shall also grant to the 
holder thereof the privilege of fishing 
and shooting, subject to the provisions 
of any Act which has been passed, or 
which may hereafter he passed, for the 
protection of game and fish ; also the 
privilege of cutting timber for acutal ne- 
cessities, for building houses, boats and 
for ceneral mining operations ; such tim- 
ber, however, to be for the exclusive use 
of the miner himself, but such permis- 
sion shall not extend to timber which 
may have been heretofore or which may 
hereafter be granted to other persona or 
corporations. 

4. Free miner's certiiiuates maybe ob- 
tained by applicants in person at the de- 
partment of the interior, Ottawa, or from 
the agents of Dominion lands at Winni- 
peg, Manitoba ; Ca'gary, Edmonton, 
1'rince Albert, in the Northwest Terri- 
tories ; ICamloops and New Westmin- 
ster, in the province of British Colum- 
bia; at Dawson City, in the Yukon dis- 
trict ; abo from ngenls of the government 
at Vancouver and Victoria. B.C., and at 
ottier places which may from time to 
time be named by the minister of the 
interior. 

5. If any person or joint slock com- 
pany shall appjy for a free miner's cer- 
tificate at the agent's oflice during his 
absence, and shall leave the fee required 
by these regulations with the officer or 
other person in charge of said office, he 
or it shall be entitled to have such cer- 
tificate from tho date of Buch applica- 
tion ; and any free miner shall at any 
time he entitled to obtain a free miner's 
certificate commencing to run irom the 
expiration of hia then existing free mi- 
ner's certificate, provided that when he 
applies for auch certificate he Bhall pro- 
duce to the agent, or in case of his ab- 
sence shall leave with tho officer or other 
person in|charge of the agent's office, such 
existing certificate. 

(J. If any free miner's certificate be ac- 
cidentally destroyed or lost, tho owner 
! hereof may, on payment of a fee of $2, 
have a true copy of it, signed by the 
agent, or other person by whom or out 
dl whose oflice the original whb issued. 
Every auch copy shall be marked " Sub- 
stituted Certificate," and unless aome 
material irregularity bo shown in respect 
thereof, every original or substituted 
free miner's certificate shall be evidence 
of all matters therein contained. 

7. No person or' joint stock company 
will bo recognized as having any right 
or interest in or to any placer claim, 
quartz claim, mining lease, bod-rock 
Hume grant, or any minerals in any 
mound comprised therein, or in or to 
any water right, mining ditch, drain 
tunnel, or flume, unless he or it and 
every perron in his or its employment 
shall lu'.vo a free miner's certificate un- 
expired. And on the expiration of a freo 
imlner'a certificate the owner thereof 



shall absolutely forfeit all his rights and 
interest in or to any placer claim, min- 
ing lease, bed rock flume grant, and any 
minerals in any ground comprised there- 
in, and in or to any and every water 
right, mining ditch, drain, tunnel, or 
flume, which may he hold or claimed by 
auch owner of such expired free miner's 
certificate, unless auch owner shall, on 
or before the day following the expira- 
tion of such certificate, obtain a new 
freo miner's certificate. Provided, never- 
theless, that Bhould any co-owner fail to 
keep up his freo miner's certificate, auch 
failure Bhall not cauae a forfeiture or act 
aa an abandonment of the claim, but the 
intereat of the co-owner who shall fail 
to keep up his free miner's certificate 
shall, ipso facto, be and become vested 
in his co-owners, pro rata according to 
their former interests; provided, never- 
theleaa, that a ahareholder in a joint 
atock company need not be a free miner, 
and, though not a free miner, shall be 
entitled to buy, sell, hold, or dispose of 
any shares therein. 

8. Every free miner shall, dnring the 
continuance of his certificate, but not 
longer, have the right to enter, locate, 
prospect, and mine for gold and other 
minerals upon any lauds in the Yukin 
district, whether vested in the cro vn or 
otherwise, except upon government re- 
servations for townsitee, land which is 



case exceed 1,000 feet on each side of the 
centre of the stream or gulch.

recorder of any entry or "entries which 
the person trespassing may have ob- 
tained, whether by original entry or 
purchase, for a mining claim, and the 
refusal by the mining recorder of the ac- 
ceptance of any application which the 
person trespassing may at any.timomoke 
for a claim. In addition to euch 
penalty the Mounted Police, upon a 
requisition from the mining recorder to 
that effect, shall take the necesBary steps 
to eject the trespasser, 

18. In defining the size of claims, they 
shall be measured horizontally irre- 
spective of inequalities on tho surface of 
the ground. 

19. If any free miner or party of free 
minerB discover a now mine, and Buch 
discovery shall be established to the 
satisfaction of the mining recorder, 
creek, river or bill, claims of the follow- 
ing size shall be allowed, namely :

An affidavit 
that the claim was staked out by the ap- 
plicant shall be embodied in form " II 
in the schedule hereto. 

28. An entry fee cf fifteen dollara shall 
bo charged tho first year, and an annua 
fee of fifteen dollara for each of the fol- 
lowing yearB. Thia provision shall apply 
to claims for which entries have already 
bee'i granted.

( >no extra day shall be allowed for every 
additional ton milea or fraction thereof. 

23. In the event of tho claim being 
more than one hundred miles from a re- 
corder's oflice, and eituated where other 
claimB are being located, the free minera, 
not loss than five in number, are author- 
ized to meet and appoint one of their 
number a " Freo Miners' Recorder," who 
shall act in that capacity until a mining 
recorder is appointed by tho gold com- 
miasioner. 

24 The " Freo Minora' Recorder " shall 
at tho earliest possible date after hia ap- 
pointment, notify tho neareat govern- 
ment mining recorder thereof, and upon 
tho arrival of tho government mining 
recorder ho Bhall deliver to him his ro- 
corda and the feea received for recording 
the claims. The government mining 



the mining recorder to the gold com- 
missioner at. least every thiee months, 
which shall bo aoooinpained by tho 
amount collected. 
30. A royalty of ten per cent, on tho 
uN mined shall he levied and collected 
mi the gross output of each chum. The 
royalty may be paid at banking oflicoB 
to be established under the auspiccR of 
the government of Canada, or to the 
gold commissioner, or to any mining 
recorder authorized by him. Tho sum 
of $2,500 ahali be deducted from tho gross 
annual output of a claim when estimat- 
ing the amount upon which royalty is to 
bo calculated, but thiB exemption shall 
not be allowed unless tho royalty is paid 
at a banking office or to tho gold com- 
missioner or mining recorder.. When 
the royalty is paid monthly or at 
longer periods, the deductions shall 
be made ratable on the basis 
of $2,500 per annum for tho claim. If 
not paid to the bank, gold commissioner 
or mining recorder, it shall be collected 
by the customB officials or police officers 
when the miner passes the posts estab- 
lished at tho boundary of a district. 
Such royalty to form part of tho consoli- 
dated revenue, and to bo accounted for 
by the officers who collect tho same 
in duo course Tho time and manner in 
which auch royalty shall be collected 
Bhall bo provided for by reeulationB to be 
made by the gold commissioner. 



31. Default in payment of auch roy- 
alty, if continued for ten days after 
noiice has been poBted on .the claim in 
respect of which it ia demanded, or in 
the, vicinity of such claim, by the gold 
commissioner or his agent, shall be 
followed by cancellation of tho claim. 
Any attempt to defraud the crown by 
witnholding any part of the revenue 
thus provided for, by making false state- 
ments of the amount taken out, shall be 
punished by cancellation of the claim in 
respect of which fraud or false state- 
ments have been committed or made. 
In respect to the facts as to such fraud 
or (also statements or non-payment of 
royalty, the decision of tho gold commis- 
sioner ahall bo final. 

82. After tho recording of a claim the 
removal of any post by the holder thereof 
or by any person acting in his behalf, for 
the purpose of changing the boundaries 
of Ida claim, shall act aa a forfeiture of 
ttin claim. 

33. The entry of every holder of a 
grant for placer mining must be renewed 
aud hie receipt relinquished and re- 
placed every year, tho entry fee being 
paid each time. 

34. Tho holder of n creek, gulch or 
river claim may, within eixty days after 
staking out tho claim, obtain nu entry 
for a hill claim adjoining it, by paying 
to tho mining recorder tho sum of one 
hundred dollara. Thia permission shall 
alao he given lo the holder of a creek, 
gulch or river claim obtained under 
former regulations, provided that the 
hill claim is available at tho time an ap- 
plication is made therefor. 

35. No miner shall receive a grant of 
mora than one mining claim in a mining 
district, the boundaries of which ahall 
be defined by the mining recorder, but 
tho same miner may also hold a hill 
claim, acquired by him under these 
regulations in connection with a creek, 
gulch or river claim, and any number of 
claims by purchase; and any number of 
minerB may unite to work their claims 
in common, upon such terms as they 
may arrange, provided auch agreement 
iB registered with tho mining recorder 
and a fee of five dollara paid for each 
registration. 

30. Any free miner or miners may sell, 
mortgago, or dispose of his or their 
claims, provided Buch disposal bo re- 
gistered with, and a fee of two dollarB 
paid to the mining recorder, who shall 
thereupon give the aaeiirnee a certificate 
in the form "J " in the schedule hereto. ' 

37. Every free miner shall during tho 
continuance of hia grant have the ex- 
clusive right of entry upon hia own claim 
for the miner-like working thereof, and 
the construction of a residence thereon, 
and shall be entitled exclusively to all 
the proceeds realized therefrom, upon 
which, however, the royalty prescribed 
by these regulations shall be payable; 
provided that the mining recorder may 
grant to the holders oi other claima auch 
right of entry thereon aa may be abao- 
lutely necessary for the working of their 
claima, upon auch terms as may to him 
Beem reasonable. He may also grant 
permits to miners to cut timber thereon 
for their own use. 

88. Every free miner shall be entitled, 
to the use of so much of the water natur- 
ally flowing through or past his claim, 
and not already lawfully appropriated, 
aa shall, in the opinion of the mining 
recorder; be neceesary for the due work- 
ing thereof, and ahall be entitled to drain 
his own claim free of charge. 

39. A claim shall be deemed to be 
abandoned and open to occupation and 
entry by any person when the same shall 
have remained un worked on working 
days, excepting during the close season, 
by the grantee thereof or by some person 
on his behalf for the space of * 72 hours, 
unless sickness or other reasonable 
cause be Bhown to the Batisfaction of 
the mining recorder, or unless the 
grantee is absent on leave given by 
tho mining recorder, and the mining re- 
corder, upon obtaining evidence satis- 
factory to himself, that thia proviaion is 
not being complied with, may cancel the 
entry given for a claim.

DREDGING REGULATIONS 

Governing the Issue of Leases lor Exploit- 
ing the Beds or Rivers in 
Yukon District. 

The following regulations are adopted

Tne party will go as far 
as Wrangel, from which point it will he 
transferred to Stinine island, and there 
will take tho ice for Telegraph Creek. 
The intention is to break a sled road 
and erect stations, and place supplies 
along the way. 

When Telegraph Creek haB been 
reached tha expedition will start across 
the portage to Lake Teslin, putting up 
stations and leaving provisions on the 
way. The stations will consist of great 
circular canvas tents, and will be put up 
at distances of fifteen miles. The ob- 
ject of theee shelters and supplies is to 
have the route ready a few weeks later 
in the season for the transportation of 
people and supplies. 

C. J. McLennan will have charge of 
the party and bis instructions are to 
press forward as rapidly as possible for 
the lake. Captain Hawthorn accom- 
panies him and has charge of the sup- 
plies. The men have been specially 
selected for the work. A very fine lot of 
horses have been Bent up, the greater 
number of them having been purchased 
for the company by Stephen Tingley, in 
the Okanagan valley. 

Tho company has erected a log stable 
on Stikii e isl ind, in the mouth of the 
river, where it has Eecured the ueo of a 
very valuable tract of land for the estab- 
lishment of a depot. It alsohas secured 
wharf privileges on Wrangel island, ad- 
j lining the town, and upon a tract that 
will shortly be put upon the market as 
an addition to the town.. Between its 
Wrangel wharf and its island depot, tho 
steamer Louise will ply in the interest 
of tho company. The Louise will sail 
North to-day, if. her second engineer ar- 
rives from Seattle in time. She will be 
commanded by Capt. Jorgenson, lately 
captain of the Flyor, the famous steamer 
plying between Seattle and Tacoma. 

The enterprise of this company in 
ODening the Stikme route without wait- 
ing for the action of either government 
will be warmly commended and every 
one will hope its venture may be crowned 
with success. Reports from the river 
are very favorable and if there has been 
cold weather there as lately as seems 
probable, the ice will be in first-claes 
condition and the expedition will 
achieve its object readily. As dog teams 
have been taken along, eo that reports 
can be sent back as to the progress made, 
the company will keep the public in- 
formed as to the actual condition of 
thingB. If, as is altogether probable, the 
reports are favorable, there will be an 
enormous rush to the Stikine.

To-day should Bee a more than usual 
ly active time along the waterfront, for 
there will be at least three important 
sailings for the Northern gold field gate- 
ways in addition to the stir attendant on 
the loading of other craft similarly de- 
Btined. The steamer Thistle, carrying 
^linety passengers and their outfits, will 
sail on towards evening, and at noon 
the big dismantled bark Richard III in 
tow of the tug Lome and loaded to her 
capacity with horses, dogs, lumber, feed, 
sleighs, wagons and other freight, will 
leave, too, for Vancouver en route 
North. The Richard II I has just under- 
gone a very thorough overhauling to fit 
her for the trade in which she will be 
engaged, and is expected to travel at a 
rate of ten knotB an hour, in tow of the 
Lome throughout the voyage. Fifteen 
passengers have already been booked to 
leave on her and it is expected more 
tickets will be sold for her to-day. 
Among those leaving on the Thistle will 
be Captain Armstrong and a party of 
forty who are going to TeBlin Lake to 
commence steamboat building opera- 
tions. Captain Armstrong iB a well- 
known navigator on the Kootenay Lakes 
and hie freight aboard the Richard III. 
will include machinery for two or three 
small steamers to ply on the lakes 
which form the headwaters of 
the Yukon. Only four of hia party 
are ombarking here, the others 
will join the veBBel at Vancouver. A 
party of twenty-ofSe Americans, who 
have been in the city for some time out- 
fitting and securing licenses to mine in 
the Upper Yukon valley, will be among 
the passengers leaving from Victoria ; 
while Btill another party from here com- 
posed of five British Columbians will 
include Mr. W. Bryant, formerly ac- 
countant of the New Vancouver Coal 
Mining & Land Co. The steamer Thistle 
will bo in charge of three skilful navi- 
gators, well acquainted with the North- 
ern coast, while an equal number will be 
aboard the Lome. 

The steamship Queen, of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company, is expected 
to arrive here from the Sound thiB eve- 
ning on her initial trip to northern ports, 
and her passenger list will include 
large number of the fair sex who are 
about to make an attempt to win fortune 
in the ice-bound regions of the Yukon. 
Most of these ladies hail from San Fran- 
cisco, and, according to the accounts re- 
ceived of them, all of them are prepared 
to undergo great hardships in the at- 
tempt to reach the goal which has defied 
hundreds of the sterner sex. 

Among those who will arrive on the 
Queen bound for the north are, accord 
iug to latest advices, a large crowd of 
men who have realized almost at the last 
moment that the possession of a license 
is a desirable thing in starting out on 
their trip to the British gold fieldB of the 
far north, and although they have 
bought their outfits in Seattle they have 
realized that they must be Btill 
further equipped here with the deBider- 
atnm of the license. Telegrams have 
been received here embodying the 
cool request from these men that the 
office of the collector should be kept 
open in the night, to enable them, what- 
ever time they might arrive, to obtain 
the license. Naturally enough Collector 
Milne has declined to accede to the re- 
quest, which would entail upon himself 
and his staff" a great amount of work 
without any corresponding adva ua^e to 
them or the city. 

Included in the cargo of the liichard 
III is a twin-screw steamer, the Gemini, 
winch will be taken to pieces at Dyea 
and train- 1 orted to Lake Bennett in sec- 
tions. There she will be rebuilt and 
will ply on the waters of Lake Bennett 
during the summer. Messrs. F. C. 
Davidge &' Company, who are the 
organizes of this enterprise, ex- 
pect to reap a rich harvest in the 
transportation of freight and paBsengjrp 
on the lake, and similar transportation 
facilities are being provided on the other 
waterways. The Bteam schooner Signal 
took up five other small steamerB a few 
days ago which will ply on the waters of 
Deep Crater and Long lakes. 

A LARGE FREIGHT. 

Steamship Braemar sailed for tbe 
Orient yesterday with 5,000 tonB of cargo 
for China and Japan. The freigiit for 
China includea 80,000 sacks of flour, 200 
barrelB of beer, 00 tons of sundries and a 
large shipment of cask wood. For 
Japan, G0U kega of nails, 200 packages 
of tea, 700 cases of condensed milk, 
5,009 bales of cotton, 800 car wheela, 35 
hogsheads of tobacco, 150 sackB of flour, 
and 60,000 feet of lumber taken on at 
Victoria. For Melbourne, Australia, by 
way of China, 20 hogsheads of tobacco. 
Space where formerly the Braemar car- 
ried steerage rmsseugers has been utilized 
this trip for the storage of cargo. 

The steamer Miat will shortly be sold 
and taken North to Wrangel. where ahe 
will be used as a ferry and tug in the 
service of tho Wrangel Improvement 
Company. 

Tho Puget Sound Tug Boat Company 
have added two San FranciBCO tugs, the 
Reseuo and Monarch, to their fleet. 
Captain Charles Winter, formerly first 
mate on the Wanderer, ia in command 
of the Rescue, while Captain H. H. Mor- 
rison, of the tug Magic, is to command 
the Monarch. 

Among the passengers leaving here 
for the North on the steamer Danube on 
Sunday will be Mr. M. King and party 
of thirty, who are bound for Lake Bon- 
net, to there construct a couple of saw 
mills and do other work for tho Vic- 
toria-Yukon Trading Company. The 
party take with them 23 horsea and tho 
machinery for the two mills. 

PAPER FOR THE SOUTH. 

More paper arrived from the Sound 
yesterday to be forwarded to Sydney, 
N.S.W., on tho Canadian-Australian 
steamship Warrimoo, Bailing on Thurs- 
day next. There is an average of 100 
tona of paper forwarded to that point 
every month, and the wonder iB that 
not a pound of it ia manufactured in 
Canada, although it ia largely produced 
in this country, especially in the big 
concern of E. B. Eddy & Co., at Hull, 



Quebec. The paper going South from 
here ia mostly consigned to Edwards, 
Dunlop & Co., Sydney, and it is Baid 
that the big newspapers of that town are 
among the heaviest consumers. With 
thiB paper, the freight accumulating at 
the outer wharf iB considerable, and 
there is some doubt as to whether the 
vessel will be able to handle all cargo of- 
fering for her at Vancouver and Victoria. 
The Aorangi, the next Australian liner, 
was scheduled to sail irom Sydney yes- 
terday. 

THE NOlzrilEKN SERVICE. 

After a thorough overhauling, the tug 
Czar waB launched from Turpel'a ways 
yesterday morning, and is now in prime 
condition foT a busy towing eeason. As 
Boon as she waB launched the Bealing 
schooners Fawn and Oecar and Hattie 
were hauled up on the ways to be made 
ready for the Northern _ freighting and 
passenger Bervice.. Cabins will be pro- 
vided for in both, and alterations 
effected in other respects to make them 
Buitable to the demands of their new 
Bervice, which they will inaugurate soon 
after being launched. The intention is 
that they will be towed to and from the 
North by tho tug Mystery, which is un- 
der the same management. 

WHERE A DIFFEKENOE I.S SHOWN. 

There is a striking contrast between 
northern bound steamers and vessels go- 
ing south these days, although in the 
case of the City of Puebla, leaving for 
San Francisco last evening, a very large 
freight wont iorward to California from 
the Sound. It was in her paBBenger list 
that distinction came in, there being 
nothing like a crowd aboard. Those 
who were ticketed here were Mrs. M. 
Lewis, George Coffey, D. B. Shoridau, J. 
B.Kipling, Mies P.' Armstrong, MrB, C. 
R. Martin, MiBe B. Aubrev and Mrs. L. 
White. 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

The steam schooner Bonanza, while 
en route to the Fraaer yesterday morn- 
ing, had a rather remarkable escape 
from ending her days on the breakwater 
not far from the outer wharf. The vea- 
sel's Bteam gear not working right threw 
her on the mercy of a very strong wind 
and tide with tho result that Bhe waB 
carried to the very brink of disaster, es- 
caping uninjured' however. A few odd 
piles .standing without the breakwater 
proved the salvation of the steamer, and 
to these she waB made secure until 
tho Hope eame to her rescue. For a 
long while, however, it appeared doubt- 
ful whether the vessel could be made 
fast to the piles, and it required the 
combined strength of crew and machin- 
ery to haul her into any kind of a Bafe 
poBition. 

A SIGHT FOR THE CURIOUS, 

The torpedo destroyers Sparrowhawk 
and Virago have been in dry dock now 
for Beveral days, and will probably re- 
main on the blocks for another week be- 
fore their overhauling ia complete. The 
two vessel's make a Btrong attraction for 
visitors to Esquimau, their sharp needle- 
point lines being something not Been 
every day on the Pacific coast. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The Austrian steamship Burmah, coal 
laden for San Francisco, passed out to 
Bea yesterday. 

A 0. P. R. bulletin reports the arrival 
of the White Star liner Teutonic in New 
York at 8 a. m. yeeterday. 

The R. M. 8. Empress of China, which 
sailed from Yokohama on tho 28th 
ultimo, is due to arrive on Tuesday. 

The French steamship Madeline, 
which has recently been chartered by 
the Now Vancouver Coal Company, 
came into the Royal Roads yeBterday on 
her way to tho minea for her first cargo 
for San Francisco.
